and vle ol Logike, wee cannot haue the quiddities and the 
controuerſies debated . So neceſſarie is the vſe of Philoſs- 
phie in the ſtudie and ſpeculation of Diuinitie. But now

The Jſraelites were ſtiſfe necked, and ſo 
are we: the Ammoꝛites, idolatrous, and ſo are wee: the 
Grecians lightheaded. and ſo are we: the Athenians vaine 
glozious, and ſo are we: Were the Romanes ſuperſtiti⸗ 
ous, and are not we? were the Perſians riotous, and are 
not we? were the Dodomites full of bꝛead, and are not 
we? Nogreater lyersin Creta, no greater thenes in 
Sparta, no greater vſurers in Judea, French lechers,

ries, the vnaduiſed Aucttours that giue hee vnto 
ſuch. WE: 
The Auctours may therefoze-be called ſpirits ot er⸗ 
rour, becauſe they doe ſo aptly patfonize, and ſo mact⸗ 
ly expꝛeſſe the nature and the manners of him, who is 
the Father of lyes; whoſe doarines they teach, and 
whoſe lyes they ſet on bzoache. Foz neither is bes 
therefoze called Sathan, onelp becauſe hee is vnte vs, 
as were ſometimes the Sonnes cf Zarnia vnto Das 
uid, le Satan: but alſo and the rather, foz that befozs 
bee was Satan, hee did Satath, that is, deficere and fall 
away. Foz firſt hee fell him ſelfe befoze he w2ought 
our fall: and after that thzough pzide, he had deceſued him 
ſelfe, then allo thꝛough enuie and enimitie, he pzactiſed to 


ſeduce vs.

Pany memozable monuments of his imitable 
vertues and deceauable ſtratagemes, hath hee left to the 
vſe and imitation of all lying Spirites , But did the 
Diuell himſelfe at any time either ſhewe greater cun⸗ 
ning, oz take greater paines, o; had greater neede; 


then in this deſperate monomachie in the plaine 1065 
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with our Sauiour Chzilt ? But there hee attempted to 

gue Chu the fall, and that by maine Scri 
ture: and ſo as when hee did ſee hee coulde not

Such like, oz no leſſe pollicies and experiments, 
are in as great requeſt, and much greater ſucceſſe with 
our erronious ſpirits of theſe dapes, whom wee hang 
alſo armed with our owne weapons againſt our (clues.

Do did Arrius, Noua- 
tus, Aerius, Montanus, Douatus, Pelagius, and the 
Deuill himſelfe, Neither bath there bene at anie fimezas 
nie heretique ſo fcontlele; that hath not vled the copy of 
theyꝛ countenance , Neither hath there beene in any place 
anie errour ſo thamclells, that hath not biene oner-caſte

3 The thirde marke of theſe erronious ſpirites, is 
an inwarde marke and a-pzinte bzande, the bzand of the 
Conſcience, the conſcience burned with a hote yzon. Df 
the which pꝛeciſelp fo define , is a matter of as great con- 
ſcience, as conſequence, The obiect being not eaſily ſeene, 
the ſubiec not commonly vnderſtode. Neither is the con- 
ſcience it ſelfe,a thing anoze (ſecrete and recondite , then 

the diſquiſition thereof is amongelt the Schoolemen moſt 
intricate and inuolued. Ot ſome the confctence is defi- 
ned, to be a reaſonable, oz rather a ſpllogiſticall diſcourſe 
of the ſoule of man, concerning luch things as are done 
and paſt, either accuſing oꝛ excuſing himſelfe in the ſame. 
The which whole diſcourſe, conũiſteth of two pꝛopolitions. 
inferring and info2cing a congruent and a conſcionable 
concluſion. The firſt of which pꝛopoſitions is general, c is 
dꝛawen fr thele two places: wherof the one is the eternal 
and irrenocable cenſure and ſentence of Gods iuſtite: the 
other is, the ſecret ſuffrage e aſſent ofmans tudgement, 
veelding and ſupplying to the equitie of that iuſtice. Now 
the ſecond pzopoſition,ts particular, and is onely dzawen 
ſcom the diligent application of our particular actions, 
to the generall ſentence of Gods iuſtice. From both the 
which is inferred a edſcionable t pꝛopoꝛtionable cocluſton, 
either excuſing oꝛ accuſing,either cõdemning oꝛ acquiting 
and truly pꝛonouncing to our foules the verdia of the fog ⸗

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pꝛon, implypeth thee things. Firlt a rotten, a vicious and 


The ſoule of Yerode after the beheading ol John 1Bapfift 
might argue thus: Firſt from the lawe of, God waitten 
in his heart (that is, from thoſe two places befoze/mens 
tioned )he frameth this generall pzopoſition, Lu hoſoeuer 
toucheth the Lo2des an nointed, oz doeth his P2ophetes as 


nie harme, committeth a fac moſt curſed and execrable in 


the ſight of God. (To this he applying bis owne action; 
maketh vp this ſecond pꝛopoſition.) But-J erode, haue 
beheaded John Baptist, and layd viglent hands vpon the 
Lo2des annoynted Þ;ophet, (from both the which pꝛopo- 
ſitions this ſentence followeth in the concluſion which ac⸗ 
cuſeth.) Therefoꝛe J haue committed a fact molt. erecra⸗ 
Nero checked by his conſtiente, after the death of bis mo⸗ 
ther , as il he ſhoulde thus haue delated and diſputed the 
matter with himſelfe, What man ſoeuer murthereth his 
owne mother, and Wper-like teareth out the bowels ok 
ber , that gaue him lifeand limmes, committeth an act 
molt lauage and odious, in the ſigu of God and men: But 
thou Nero, haſt ript vp the ſioe,and rent out the bowels of 
thine olone deare mother Agrippina, and therefoze thou 
Nero haſt done a thing molt truculent and tragical, molt. 
execrable and inerpiable in the ſight of God. Bo no doubt 
concluded Adam againſt himſelte, oz his diſobedience to- 
wards God, and Cain foꝛ his crueltie towards his bꝛo⸗ 
ther. and Achitaphel, foꝛ his dilloialtie againſt his pꝛince, 
and Judas, foz his treaſon againſt his maiſter dur Saui⸗ 
our Chꝛiſt, and wholoener hath eyther thought, 02; 
— „ Agaynlt: the ſacred; wzit impꝛized in our 
But nowe to haue this conſcience ſeared with a hote 


cozrupt conſcience, and therefoꝛe ſeared becauſe corups: 
fed.Decondly,a called, grieued and toꝛmented conſciente, 
and ther efoꝛe toꝛmented bet auſe it is ſeared. And third 
ly,aconſctence ſenceleſſe, ſecure and beſotted, thereloꝛe in- 
dur ate, hardened and beſotted, becauſe deſperately cozrup- 


ted, and thereloze thzoughly ſeared. Of the which —4

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tation, theſe things may be inferred, Firſt, that there is no 
mans heart, oz conſcience ſo ſeared, and incruſtate, ſo 
indurate and hardned of the Lozd, that is not vicious and 
infected, putrified and cozrupted in it ſelfe. Pharao hard⸗ 


hardned Pharaos heart. Exo. 4. The Jewes ſhut they: 
cies leaſt they ſhould ſer, Act. 2 8. And the Loꝛde hardned 
their hearts leaſt they ſhould vnderſtand. Iohn. 12. But 
then it followeth not, that euerie afflicted and fozmented 
conſcience is ſcared, neither that eurrie ſeared conſcience 
is indurate and hardned, except the cuppgbe full mixt, and 
the vꝛon red hot. But that you know in the hand of a ſkil 
full and expert Chirurgian , is accozding to the ſtate and 
condition ofthe coꝛrupt part. dangerous ſoꝛe muſt haue 
a deſperate cure. Jf wee will not turne, hee will whet his 
ſws2d,if we will not repent,he wil make his y2on red hot, 
and ſet it hard on, and then our ſoule and conſctence ſhall 
be ſo ſeared as toꝛmented, and ſo fozmented as indurate in 
the greateſt tozture, xSenummed in the heauieſt cenſurs 
of Gods fierie wꝛath and hot ſearing yzon. And then thou 
art but a condemned man, whoſoener thou art. Foz thou 
art twice burnt, Thou haſt the marke of the beaſt in the

But otherwiſe ik thy conſcience be not ſo ſcared 
as that it is hardned, ſenſeleſſe and beſotted, but ſo touched 
with the heate and hozrour of Gods iudgementes, as that 
in the conſcience and conſideration of thy ſinncs and thy 
ſinfull coꝛruptions, thy ſpirit is now bzoken and troubled, 
and thy ſoule is euen vered and diſquieteb within thy lelfe, 
and thou feleſt in ſome meaſure the anguiſh of thine own 
ſoule, being euen heauie vnder the hand of God; : be not diſs 
maide, J will not ſaie, thy wo2me ſhall neuer die, o2 thy 
fire (hall neuer goe out,o2 that thy ſoule ſhall neuer bee af 
reſt; here is a ſalue fo2 this ſoꝛe, and a medicine fo2 this 
maladie. If the fire be kindled, yea but a little, bleſſed are 
all they that put truſt in him. This is thy cure, Be- 


lecue onely;and accozding to thy faith be it vnto thee. Be.

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lieue onely: and foꝛ the ſearing vꝛon ot Gods iudgement, 
thou ſhalt haue the ſearecloth of Gods mercie, which bꝛin⸗ 


geth oile-to thy woundes, and wine to thy hart, and 
ſtrength to thy wyntes, and life to thy ſoule.

fleet the luke warme bloud of Chzift Jeſus, applied in good 


time to the bzuſed conſcience, is as ſoueraine and of as 
great fozce,as the inice of Parmicide. Pea, how much 
rather ſhall the bloud of Chriſt Ieſus purge! our conſci- 
ences from dead wozkes, to ſerue the lining God? But 
alas fo; thoſe,whoſe conſctences are ſo ſeared and ſinged, 
in the tainted goꝛe and conglomerate fi!th of their cozrups 


tions, as that they euen ſtinke again in the noftrels of the 


abnightic:a nd pet ars fo obdurate and belotted with the 
cuſtome and continuance of their ſinnes, as that now they 
haue no bitter feeling of their griele, no ſozrowfull griete 
fo: their unnes, no godly diſcourſe of conſcience, no reſo- 
lute concluſion againſt them ſelues, no fearetull collectt- 
on of Gods iudgements, no faithfull appzebenſion of 
Gods mercies:fo2 ſuch. I ſap; J hate no recette, ſoueraine 
oꝛ ſufficient foz them. The luke warme bloude of the 
Goate, will mollify the Adamant Lone : but the deareſt 
d:ops of Chꝛiſtes bloud (the immaculate Lambe) can not 
ſupple oz diſſolue the moze then ſtony harted man: not 
that there wanteth-vertue in Chzilt,to perfozme theſame; 
fo: he onely is as the hearbe Panace, good fo; all diſeaſes: 
I ſay fo2 all diſeaſes, but not foz all diſeaſed; but foz them 
onely that labour, that labour and come vnto him, that 
labour and come vnto him to be refreſhed : the which 
they can not do which are thus ſeared and hardened : foz 
neither will the Father dzaw them vnto him, neither will 
they be dzawne vnto him. The womans bloudie ine 
cannot be ſtanched, except Chꝛiſt be touched: but in whom 
there is no rem oꝛſe of conſcience, no diſcourſe of Gods 
iudgements, there is no touch of Chꝛiſt, no feeling of them⸗ 
ſelues , except it bee ol thoſe A aaa yes epawitdlgs., and 
tozmenting Alaſtozes, excepte it bes of thoſe helliſhe 


fiendes, and yelling furies, excepte it bee of thoſe heart- 


tende U nltures and neuer goꝛged Varpies , hers 


"os 
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the woꝛme neuer dieth, and the fire neuer is extinguiſhed, 
So haply are they wꝛoung and tozne within,that witting⸗ 
ly t wilfullp do cauſe the people erre, and make no conſci⸗ 
ence of their lies. Ind pet we know not, neither dare wee 
iudge, what conſcience ts ſo galled and griped, as we ſpeak 
pf: foz quis hominum nouit ea que ſunt hominis niſi ſpiritus qui 
eſt in homine?1,Cor,2, F02 what man knoweth the things 
of man, but the ſpirit of man which is in him. Albeit theres 
be ſome which will not ſticke verie boldly p badly to iudge 
ol other mens conſciences, without conſciente. But ſuch as 
ſo deſperatly climbe into Gods chaire of elfate,may haply 
neuer come into the chamber of pzeſence,ifthey doe not re- 
pent. Of ſuch things as we cannot indge peremptozilte, 
we may not iudge preciſely, where we may iudge conte- 
curallp, we ought to iudge charitably. But what marke 
ca we ſe in anie mas conſcitce, except it be in ſuch things. 
as in ſome meaſure they vtterly bewꝛay their in ward cõ⸗ 
ſcience? By which means in deerd, the Papiſts may iuſtlie 


and trulie be charged ond challenged by vs, to be men ofa 


verie weake conſcience, Foz why ? they make a conſci⸗ 
ence of cuerie frifle,as touch not, taſte not, handle not, and 
ſuch like, condemned by the Apoſtle. Col. 2. And yet to 
ſpeake my conſciente, they map iullly bee pꝛeferred befozo 
a number of vs, whole conſciences are ſo confirmed , as 
that they make a conſcience of nothing. Submit your 
ſelues(ſaith Saint Peter) to all manner humane ordi- 
nance, To whom we mult be ſubiect (ſaith Saint Paul) 
not becauſe of wzath onely, but euen foz conſcience ſake.

ling, oꝛ innentiag,oz conſenting to ſome new thing. But "ELL 
be ye not deceiued with vaine wordes. All is not golde * * 
that gliſtereth, Under the greneſt graſſe lurketh the 
greateſt ſerpent. Greate is the myſterie of hipocriſie. 
The Bee that hath honp in her mouth, hath a ſting in her 
taile. Jfthercfo2e pou goc all by the care, the emptie bar- 
rell hath a deeper ſound then the fall veſſell. Pea by the 
eye, the ſoure crabbe hath as ſinooth a coate as the fine 
pippin. The ſcarch thereſoze and iult trpall is all: which 
alſo muſt not be light and pertunctgais, but ſound and ſe⸗ 
rious: fo2 Baſill linhtly touchcd, gtaetha werte ſmell, 
but rubbed in the hand, peelceth a ranke ſauour. But 
this exquiſite fryall, ts not in enerꝝ mans power, neither 
foꝛ euery mans trade, Tbdere be man that can greaſe a 
fcabbed ſh&pe in hand, that can not indge of a great rotte 
to inſue. The Butcher that hath ſkill to open an Dre, 
is to ſ&ke in the Anatomie of a man. It the vnto whom 
this buſineſſe doth pꝛoperlp appertaine, would vouchlafe 
fo take the paines, the Lo2de hath affoꝛded vs as great 
helpes, as euer had the men of Berea, Me haue the ſcrip⸗ 
tures with them, and beſtdes them. The auncicnt father 2 17 
and the generall Countels, and the beſt learned Expo⸗ 
ſito2s of all ages: If (we ſtaruing to much in dur owne 
fancies) doe not inuert the ſcriptures, and racke the fa- 
thers, and abuſe our own labours. Al the which trauel 
ſeeing it hath bene ſo happily attempted , and ſo honou- 
rably achtued of thoſe , which bcing of great zeale and 
deepe iudgement, liued the Saintes and dyed the Par- 
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tyzes of our Church : let bs with all reuerente admire 

their pzapſes, and admit of their iudgements, and reſt in 
their labours, to the-comfozt of our inte, and the quiet 
of ber people, and the benefit of the Church, and to the e⸗ 
uerlaſting glozie of the euer ⸗liuing God. Amen.
